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Response to Remarks 
Applicant's arguments filed on 02/28/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Relating to Claim 1: 

Since BAJKO teach, "the interrogating server may then request (6: Fig.3) for registration 
from the second controller entity 23. At step (7: Fig.3) the public identifier that associated with 
the request (1 : Fig.3) is registered at the second controller entity 23. Then at step (8: Fig.3) other 
public identifiers are transferred to the second controller entity 23 and registered thereto and 
sends an acknowledgement message (9 to 11: Fig.3) to the user " (Bajko, Page 11, lines 26- 
31), which corresponds to the claimed limitation as "Responsive to the registration termination 
request, i) issuing a re-registration notification to the user including the at least one of the 
plurality of identities which has a registered status and which was not assigned to the second 
serving controller as a result of the requested registration, and ii) disassociating all identities of 
the said user from the first serving controller." Thus, the interrogating server request for 
registration of a public id from the second controller, and subsequently the other public id's are 
transferred to the second controller, plus also send "an acknowledgement message to the user" 
for notification, is anticipated by BAJKO. Hence, it is believed that BAJKO still teaches the 
claimed limitations. 

The above arguments also recites for the claims 8, 14, 18, consequently the response is 
the same explanation as set forth above with regard to claim 1 . 
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Because the remaining claims depend directly/indirectly, from one of the independent 
claims discussed above, consequently the response is the same explanation as set forth above. 

With the intention of that explanation, it is believed and as enlighten above, the refutation 
are sustained.
